CUBA 
Between  1.3  and  17  April  J.962  rudu  1:  lrtick.'ui('  ue tivi  tier,  were  mentioned 
in  Cuban  internal  plaintext  communications.  These  were  accompanied  by 
references  to  equipment  designators  which,  in  the  past,  have  equated 
to  known  Russian  radar  sets/  Tills  is  the  first  occurence  noted  of  references 
to  either  radar  tracking  or  to  Russian  radar  equipment  in  Cuban  internal 
traffic . 

On  13  April  1962  a schedule  was  published  that  mentioned  P-20  and 
I’-O^'se  ts !'  mammmtm  analysis  suggested  these  were  radio 

sets.  Subsequent  i-esea.vch  revealed  that  P-20  and  P-0  are  Russian-made 
non-communication  emitters,  and  that  the  schedule  was  a radar  search  schedule 
for  them.  P-20  and  P-0  have  been  given  the  US  nicknames  TOKEN  and  KIJIFEItRST  A.
